It 
is unlikely that the Russians would release a man with subjects record* barring 
the slight possibility that they were unaware of that record. It la more likely* 
however* that he was released on the condition that he will work for the NKYD# 
His enquiry as to whereabouts of Abweixr officers is additional circumstantial 
evidence. 
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
